SAN FRANCISCO (W-Friends of 
a brilliant young Stanford Univer­ 
sity assistant professor were at a 
loss today to explain why he jump­ 
ed to his death from the Golden 
Gate Bridge. 
The body of Michael Wyatt, 27, 
clad only in shorts, was recovered 
by the Coast Guard Sunday near 
Mile Rock lighthouse, 12 hours aft­ 
er his abandoned car was found 
parked on the bridge. 
He left a handwritten will and a 
note to a young woman friend in 
the car. The will, written in pencil 
and timed off at 2:15 a. rn. CST 
shortly before his leap, left all his 
property to Miss Dorothy Klimek, 
of San Mateo, Calif., and Joliet, 


111. 
The note, addressed to her, said: 
“ My darling Dorothy: I believe 
we can never be happy together, 
but I still love you. God bless you. 
Michael." 
Wyatt’s death came as a shock 
to Miss Klimek and to his friends 
on the Stanford faculty, who de­ 
scribed him as “cheerful, pleas­ 
ant,’’ and a promising member of 
the faculty. 
Miss Klimek, who owns a dress 
shop in Joliet, was not engaged to 
Wyatt but had been a friend of his 
for several years, according to her 
brother in law’, John Harder of San 
Mateo. 
Harder said he and his wife had 
entertained Wyatt and Miss Klimek 
at dinner Saturday night. He said 
Wyatt appeared then to be in ex­ 
cellent spirits.

WASHINGTON (IPI - A congres 
sional committee today made pub­ 
lic audit reports by the General 
Acocunting Office criticizing the

The GAO said long-range cost to 
the government for power under 
the two contracts probably will 
“ be reasonable" compared with 
the average cost of producing pow­ 
er across the nation.

The chief argument for it is that 
H enables a clear line of party 
responsibility

established. 
When both the White House and 
Congress are in the sam e political 
hands, the controlling party can* 
not easily dodge blame ar ba de* 
prived of credit for the govern­ 
ment's record. 
The assumption is, of course, 
that voters ara keenly interested 
in fixing such responsibility, and 
that a party 
division 
between 
White House and Congress only 
confuses them. 
The trouble with these conten­ 
tions, however, is that Congress 
too often does not behave accord­ 
ing to party form. 
Right now Adlet Stevenson end 
ether Democrats are busy paint­ 
ing out that President Eisenhower 
did not get from tbs Republics* 
•3rd Congress a lot of the things 
In his program. 
They don’t bother to remind the 
Toters that former President Tru­ 
man had exactly the sam e prob­ 
lem with the Democratic Slit tad 
82nd Congresses. 
Relatively little 
of his Fair Deal program was ever 
translated from paper into Jew. 
With a Congress of hts own 
he could not in four years redeem 
his Pledge to repeal the Taft-Hart- 
ley labor act. 
There is usually a simple reason 
why Congress does net follow a 
president all the way, even when 
it is controlled by his party.

Add ta this the fact that the sen­ 
ators end representatives are sub­ 
ject to tremendous pressures from 
source* both local and national, 
and that they are highly jealous 
of their independence as « branch 
of government apart from the ex­ 
ecutive branch. 
Together these factors provide 
the makings of a course of action 
almost inevitably at odds with that 
suggested by a president, no mat­ 
ter what his party. 
That has been tho history of 
White Houso-Congress relations in 
recent times. 
Consequently it if 
foolish for either party to pretend 
that its lawmakers will faithfully 
push through its own president’* 
program, while the opposition fel­ 
lows will not. 
There isn’t any guarantee in eith­ 
er tin e.
